Under the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program, there are à. num- 
ber of practices for pasture im- 
provement on the farm.

. Application of phosphates. 
Application of line and Pot- 


ash. 
6. Application ‘of minor elements 
as soil amendments, such as man- 
ganese copper and zinc. 

7. Seeding of clover. 

The purpose of the Agricultura! 
Conservation Program is to keep 
up the productivity of the land. 
Too often the pasture is looked 
upon as just & part of the farm 
where crops cannot be grown. Yet 
in many instances pastures could 
"bb improved until they became 
Some of.the most productive acres 
on the farm. 

Good pasture mandgement in- 
clude propér stocking of the area. 
Where the pasture is overstocked 
something must be done to restore 
lost fertility or to keep palatable 
grasses and clowers coming along 
with good vigorous growth.

Fish Sausage May Be 
New Food On Market 


TALLAHASSEE—Fish © sausage 
may take its place with such Flor- 
dishes as hush puppies anid 
swamp cabbage if the State Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commission 
e sausage would 
use a lot of fish which worry th> 
Commission, those which compet> 
with: edible fish for food without 
having any commercial value. 

The process for making the sau- 
sage is simple. The fish after they 
arè scaled, cleaned and carefully 
washed, are cooked under heavy 
pressure to softén the bones. Then 
they are ground, bones and al’ 
stuffed into sausage casings of 
varigus sizes and smoked.

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| STATE-WIDE NEWS NOTES 


TALLAHASSEE — The .state 
budget board this week wound up 
its recommendation to the legis- 
lature with a call for about $25,- 
000,000 more per year for general 
fund purposes than the state ex- 
pects to get in revenue during the 
next two yeárs. There was ino 
recommendation from the board as 
to where these added funds might 
be found. Originally, the various 
state departments operating unde; 
the general fund ask or $100,- 
000,000 more for the n. biennium 
than they have been spending. The 
budget board cut,this in half but 
only by reducing the three major 
state schools by one third, reducing 
the common schools back to what 
they got in 1947-49, and trimming 
requests for $72,000,000 worth of 
new construction down to $10,000 - 
000. There was no provision in ta» 
recommendations’ for flood control 
other than to advotate $3,500,000 
‘to céme from some special source 
of revenue. The University of Flor- 
ida immediately began a state-wide 
protest through its alumi and the 
common school teachers prepared 
to go to'work again to recapture 
the gains which they feel thew 
have earned in the last two years. 


They have asked for $96,000,000 
for the two years to pay salaries 
and make planned improvements. 
They are recommended for $84,- 
000,000 by the budget board.
